Oshkosh, Wis., J uly 10.—At 7:30 o’clock 
Wednesday evening terrific storms from 
the west and north met on Lake Peygan, 
twelve miles southwest, forming a cyclone 
and water-spout, and traveling this way, 
spread into throe separate strips, strik­ 
ing 
this 
city 
with 
terrible 
force, 
making 
three 
distinct 
tracks 
of 
destruction. 
Olio 
struck 
the 
south 
portion of 
this 
city; 
another 
swept 
along the river and the mill and lumber 
district, and the third cut through the 
northern portion of the city. The visitation 
was the most severe ever experienced, and 
the damage is 
enormous. 
Hundreds of 
houses were 
wholly 
or 
partially 
de­ 
molished or moved from their founda­ 
tions, 
and 
barns, 
outhouses 
and 
trees every where prostrated in the track 
of 
the 
tornado. 
The 
mammoth 
exposition building is perfectly flat, and it is 
doubtful if it can be re-erected in time foi 
the fair. St, Paul’s church is a heap of ruins, 
and St. Peter’s Catholic church is damaged. 
Huge stones crashed through the parsonage 
beside it 
Some buildings near the lake 
were blown entirely out of sight into the 
lake. 
The tin roofs of store buildings were 
blown ofF and the stocks damaged with water, 
the greatest damage being to the dry goodi 
stock of J . E. Helden & Co., and the cloth­ 
ing stock of William Leard. No brick build 
ings on Main street are otherwise injured. 
Along the river the havoc is frightful 
Th€ 
lumber yards for two miles are one continu­ 
ous mass of confusion, and lumber from ad­ 
jacent 
yards 
is 
heaped 
in 
circulai 
masses together. 
All the 
smoke-stack* 
in 
the 
town 
were blown down, and 
many mills, factories, planing-mills, and 
warehouses were unroofed. 
The farm ter­ 
ritory north and northwest is badly wrecked, 
houses, barns, and crops being destroyed, 
with some loss of stock. At Winneconne the 
whole upper works of the large steamer Tom 
Wall were carried away. It is reported that 
two men were killed two miles north, but 
in the city less than twenty are reported in­ 
jured, only one or two fatally. 
All the in­ 
jured are confined to the south district, 
mostly inhabited by Poles. 
Some streets in 
$4e residence portion are fairly barricaded 
with fallen trees. 
All the logs boomed ir 
the river broke loose, and are jammed in 
the bridge, parts of which are more or lea- 
damaged. 
The lumbermen have arranged 
to sort and reraft the logs. 
Mayor Hober, 
called a mass-meeting 
and 
committees 
were appointed to raise local relief for the 
suffering families made homeless by the 
wrecks. 
M il w auk e e , Wia, J uly 10.—The indica­ 
tions are that several days will elapse be­ 
fore full particulars will be received regard­ 
ing Wednesday uight’s storm. 
At Sparta, 
which suffered most, the storm raged for 
over an hour, and a number of buildings 
were wrecked. 
About Edgerton 20 0 to­ 
bacco sheds were demolished, and at Apple­ 
ton a new Catholic church and several 
other buildings were blown over. 
In many 
places where the destruction by wind was 
not severe great damage was done by light­ 
ning. 
No human lives were lost, but many 
cattle and hor.es were killed. 
M adison , Wis., J uly 10.—The worst tor­ 
nado in the history of Madison swept over 
the city Thursday evening at 0 o’clock, 
wrecking thousands of shade-trees and doing 
a vast amount of other damage. 
The wind 
car®o from the southwest, but veered to the 
west and northwest, sweeping over the city 
in a southeasterly direction, in a path hix 
blocks wide.

the greater portion of the old north wing of 
the state house, while over 100 shade tree.*, 
were uprooted in Capitol park alone.

Some twenty y ears ago there was but one 
exclusively ladies’ tailoring establishment 
in this city . 
The lady manager discon tin 
tied her business about eight y ears 
ago 
Since that time the number of ladies’ tailor 
ing establishments has increased every y ear, 
and at p resent there are some of them in 
this city which have a great deal of custom 
Borne of these ladies’ tailors are not only 
sk illed tailors, but real artista 
The dresses, 
habits, and every thing is left to male hands 
excep t the fitting on, for which several sk ill­ 
ful women are engaged. 
‘‘My life is any thing but a bed of roses,” 
said one of these ladies’ tailors, one day re­ 
cently . 
“W hat I have to endure from some 
women is simp ly incredible, when it is re­ 
membered they call themselves ‘ladies.’ A 
woman sailed in one day and gave an order, 
say ing: ‘I don’t lik e y our taste. 
I want so 
and so.’ 
‘M adam,’ I rep lied, ‘y ou can have 
what y ou want, but I am quite sure if I had 
y our taste I shouldn’t have any customers.’ 
She didn’t mind that sarcasm. 
Probaby 
she didn’t understand it.” 
“To what cause do y ou attribute the 
p reference for man’s work to woman’s in all 
y our line of business?” 
“In the first p lace, men are better work ­ 
men, and in the second p lace, their artistic 
taste is sup erior to that of women. Women’s 
taste in dress-mak ing is confined to the ar­ 
rangement of bows, flounces, ribbons and 
p assementeries, and a misfit can be easily 
covered up in that way . 
Of course a good 
deal of p atience is required in our business, 
for ladies are fastidious. 
But many of my 
customers have learned by exp erience that 
an artistic tailor is the better judge of what 
is suitable, and leave every thing to me but 
r.he fitting on, and for that work I engage 
several i k illful women. All my work is done 
by men, of whom I emp loy about 100.” 
‘ You say ladies are fastidious. 
Have y ou 
some exp erience of their critical disp osi­ 
tion?” 
“Some don’t lik e my sty le; y et they come 
to me. 
Why don’t they mak e their own 
dresses if they k now so much about it? 
One 
lady said: ‘You mak e my cousin’s dresses, 
and I don’t ap p rove of them ,’ 
‘Neither do 
I, madam,’ I answered. 
‘If y our cousin 
lik es colors mixed up I can’t help it. 
If y ou 
have a more cultivated ey e than y our cousin 
1 congratulate y ou.’” 
“How do y ou find American work com 
p ares with Europ ean work among y our cus­ 
tomers?” 
“They p refer the American work every 
time. 
1 frequently have brought to 
me 
costumes constructed by W orth, of Paris, 
t alter, and I find on tak ing off an orna­ 
ment or some bow that' it has been p ut on to 
c mceal an ugly soam. 
We seem to have 
reached the p erfection of fitting in this 
country . 
I find the wealthy p eop le here 
have better judgment in tho m atter 
of 
clothing than, the same 
class in Europ e pos­ 
sess, and I am inclined to think it is because 
tho Americans leave it 
more to the discre­ 
tion of tho man who seek s to become an 
artist in his p rofession. 
But the ladies don’t 
ride enough here, though I sup p ose they 
will learn to ap p reciate that exercise in 
tune.”
